A. The anſwer, according unto the Philoſophers 
is, becauſe Man hath the hotteſt heart of all living 
Creatures: And therefore nature being more wile, let 
a Man ſhould be ſuffocated through the heat of his 
heart, hath placed the heart, which is moſt hot, under 
the Brain, which is moſt cold; to the end, that the 
heat of the heart may be temper'd with the coldneſs 
of the brain, and contrariwife that the coldneſs of the 
brain may be heated with the heat of the heart, and 
thereby there might be a temperature in both. A fign 
to prove this-is, becauſe that of all living Creatures 
Man hath the worſt breath, if he come to his full age. 


Furthermore, Man doth conſume half his time in 
. fleeping, which doth proceed from the great acceſs of 


the coldneſs and moiſture of the brain, and by that 
means doth want natural heat to digeſt and conſume that 
moiſtneſs the which heat he hath ſufficiently in his 
Vouth; and therefore in that age is not gray, but in 
his old age, when heat faileth; and therefore the va- 
pours aſcending from the ſtomach remain und igeſted 
and unconſumed for want of natural heat, and then 
patrifies, of which putriſaction of humours, the 


whiteneſs doth follow, which is called greyneſs, ot 
hoarineſs. Whereby it doth appear, that hoarineſs is 
nothing

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nothing elſe but a whiteneſs of hair, cauſed by the 

ifaction of humouts about the roots of the hair 
through the want of natural heat in old age.

A. According unto Con/tant, by reaſon evil humours 
which proceed from the ſtomach, aſcend unto the head 
and diſturb the brain, and fo cauſe the pain in the 
Head. And ſometimes it proceeds, from overmuch 
filling the ſtomach, becauſe, according unto the opinion 
of Galen, two great ſinews paſs from the brain to the 
mouth of the omach, and therefore theſe two parts 
do ſuffer grief always together. Sometimes the ach 
doth proceed of drinking ſtrong Wine, of fuming 
N Meats, as Garlick, or Onions; and ſometimes of flegm 
in the ſtomach, whereof ſpring Quotidian Ferers. 

Q. Why have Weman the bead ach more often than 
Men ? 

A. Albertus faith, that it is by reaſon of their 
Monthly Terms, which Men are not troubled with,
